By BETSY BAXTER BLONDIN 


e doesn’t own a snowmobile and 

he admits to being only an 

occasional rider, so why does East 

Jordan resident Lee Symonds 
volunteer as president of the Charlevoix 
County Snowmobile Council? 

It’s not as if he has nothing else to do. 
Lee and his wife, Karen, own and run the 
Westbrook Motel, and they have two 
children. Lee is also a sales associate at 
Charlevoix Properties. 

The main reason Lee has added the 
responsibility of being a snowmobile 
council member to his already busy life is 
that he loves East Jordan. He and his family 
wanted to move north from the Detroit area, 
the motel was for sale, and it all fell into 
place for them four years ago. 

_ Because of his love for the area, Lee 
wants to see East Jordan succeed. 

“I'd like to promote East Jordan as a 
place to be for all four seasons,” he said. 
“East Jordan has everything that other 
resorts have, and we need to develop 
wintertime traffic. Our wintertime existence 
requires that we have successful 
snowmobiling.” 

The Charlevoix County Snowmobile 
Council’s mission is to “promote the well- 
being of snowmobiling by providing safe, 
well-maintained trails.” 

“That’s what we do,” Lee said, “and the 
benefits are economic for our community.” 

The numbers Lee has memorized 
certainly suggest economic advantages for 
communities that offer snowmobiling 
opportunities.

MAKING TRAILS 


Through the woods and into town 


It's big business, worth $4 billion 
nationwide, 

There are 260,000 registered 
snowmobiles in Michigan, which is more 
than any other state, and the average annual 
income for a snowmobiler is over $60,000. 

The system developed and maintained 
by the council consists of 63 miles that 
include the Jordan Valley and the East 
Jordan-Charlevoix trails. 

“The Jordan Valley Trail is the most 
scenic in the Northern Lower Peninsula,” 
Lee said. “The East Jordan-Charlevoix trail 
was new last year and sanctioned by the 
Department of Natural Resources this year.” 

Interest has been expressed in recent 
years in developing a trail between East 
Jordan and Boyne City, and Lee said he’d 
like to see a direct trail to Boyne Falls, also. 

Just how does one go about developing 
a snowmobile trail, anyway? 

“First, you have to have the desire,” Lee 
said. “Then you start with a plat map to 
figure how to go from a current trail system 
to where you want to go. Then you start 
making contact with property owners. 

“Ninety percent of the Jordan Valley 
trail ts on state property, but the Charlevoix 
trail runs through private property, and that 
trail system exists through the generosity of 
private property owners.” 

The Charlevoix Snowmobile Club was 
instrumental in the development of the East 
Jordan-Charlevoix trail, and Lee said the 
trail would not exist without its hep. 

“The East Jordan Snowmobile Club is 
always ready to respond whenever we need 
help, too,” said Lee. 

In the past there have been some 
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Thanksgiving visitors

complaints about snowmobilers trespassing 
on private property, but Lee said from the 
1995-96 season to the 1996-97 season, the 
number of registered complaints dropped by 
90 percent. He attributes that to having well- 
marked and well-maintained trails available. 

“Any problems can be addressed by the 
clubs and the council and solved so that 
everybody’s happy. 

“The trail system can be for the 
economic benefit of all if it’s used 
thoughtfully and intelligently,” Lee said. 
“The key to all of it is consideration.” 

The snowmobile council is a committee 
of the East Jordan Chamber of Commerce 
and is the sponsor for trai]s in Charlevoix 
County. It is a nonprofit, mostly volunteer 
group. 

“We may have to start taking a look at 
paying people,” Lee said. “The demands of 
riders and the DNR are such that it requires 
a lot of time.” 

The DNR sets all the guidelines for 
snowmobile trails in Michigan. Times of 
use, trail marking and distances between 
signs are some things the DNR regulates, 
and the department sends someone out three 
times a year to check the trails. 

The state also shares the cost of 
maintenance equipment, and it pays 60 
percent, which comes from snowmobile 
registration fees, gas tax and trail permit 
fees. With three trai] groomers (consisting of 
a tractor and surfacer, or drag) to its name, 
the council plans to replace one surfacer this 
year. 
Money for the 40 percent the council 
has to come up with is mostly raised through 
donations and fundraisers. A raffle calendar 


is the council’s primary fundraiser each year. 

Lee sees the next big challenge for the 
council is to work with the city to develop a 
well-marked route snowmobilers can use to 
travel in and out of East Jordan. 

“Avenues in and out of town need to be 
looked at by the committee,” he said, “and 
be made permanent so snowmobilers can get 
in and out of town from trail systems and 
access the stores, restaurants and gas 
stations.” 

The council works hard and always 
welcomes volunteers, Each year members 
take trail signs down in the spring and then 
put them back up for winter. They just 
installed about 600 sign posts and are 
talking about color-coding and numbering 
signs for emergency purposes. 

Council meetings are at 7 p.m. on the 
first Monday of each month at the East 
Jordan Snowmobile Club on Mt. Bliss Road. 
Everyone is welcome, Lee said. 

For additional information, people can 
contact the East Jordan Area Chamber of 
Commerce at 536-7351. 

“You can go from here to the Mackinac 
Bridge on a snowmobile,” Lee said. “I’ve 
talked to people who have gone from here 
through the Upper Peninsula to the 
Dakotas.” = 

But Lee is just as happy to see 
snowmobilers in East Jordan. 

“Tt helps bring tourist dollars here, 
which our community depends on,” he said. 
“If we give people a place to be, they will 
come here, and I’m sure they will love it.”

Problem solving has 3 ingredients 


TO THE EDITOR: 


I have been criticized and perhaps rightly so for 
not attending school board meetings. 

But in my defense let me say that ] am fully aware 
of what usually happens when a person tries to make a 
critical presentation to a group of people when within 
that group someone anticipates where the speaker’s re- 
marks are headed and keeps interrupting so as to break 
the line of thought and the presentation becomes mean- 
ingless.

Understanding Boyne Falls school's financial picture is no easy task 


During the fourth of a series of 
town meetings to discuss and decide 
the fate of Boyne Falls School, it was 
noted that some people in the com- 
munity still do not understand the 
district’s basic financial picture. 

Since Proposal A passed in 1993, 
the district has lost 70-80 students, 
according to school superintendent 
Patrick Smith. That translates to a lot 
of revenue, which mostly comes 
from state per-student grants. 

Currently, Boyne Falls’ per-stu- 
dent grant is $5,253, so a loss of 70 
students means a loss of about 
$368,000. 

That’s not easy to overcome, and 
some people still believe that if a dis- 
trict needs more money to operate, it 
can ask voters for more millage. Not

Under proposal A, school dis- 
tricts can only ask voters for addi- 
tional millage for building or con- 
struction bonds, not for operating 
funds. They are two separate issues. 

Smith told the 30-35 people at- 
tending the meeting on Nov. 25 that 
the per-student grant for next year is 
frozen. There will be no increase, and 
although the state is reducing the 
amount the district has to contribute 
to retirement funds, there will still be 
a net loss of between $8,000 and 
$10,000. 

He projects that the district will 
lose 7-10 more students next year, for 
a variety of reasons, so the commu- 
nity is still faced with the big deci- 
sion — what kind of educational 
presence should Boyne Falls have?

Options that have been dis- 
cussed include keeping a K-12 
school, creating a K-8 or a K-6 
school, or consolidating with another 
school district. 

The final decision rests with the 
school board, and board president 
Marv Schwem repeated at the meet- 
ing that the board will base its deci- 
sion on what the community decides 
it wants at these town meetings. 

The community is faced with a 
second decision, and that is whether 
to put a school bond issue before the 
voters for improvements to the 
school building. 

If the building is to be used as 
any kind of school facility, there are 
a few problems that need to be ad-
